Of course, as Editor and Publisher of your hometown ^nnitarv sewer.s and an- fications, the cost of which 
newspaper, I am asked many questions, some personal, 
some general, at the present time, it seems, everyone is 
asking me what they can do about thir “High Tax Bill”? 

And I have two answers, and one suggestion, and so help 
me this is about all that anyone can do at the present: 

ANSWER NO. 1: Stop asking for special services from 
your Federal, State, County and City 
Government. When they are received 
they always come home to you via a tax 
bill within the year, and most probably 
for the next several years. 

Stand in a corner, put your back to 
the wall and raise your hands far above 
you. It’s a hold-up and you cannot avoid 
it. If you want to live in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and enjoy its services then you 
will have to pay, not only for your share 
but the twenty-four per cent that enjoy 
it and do not work. 

). 1: Refuse any services that tends to 
be given to you by any of the tax¬ 
ing agencies. Vote NO on every 
bond issue that is given to you. Ob¬ 
ject in writing to any Taxing 
Agency that seems to be throwing 
your money away. 

Actually the people of Sierra Madre, or rather the Per¬ 
sonal Property owners only feel that the taxing situation 
is as bad as IT HURTS THEM, but this is not true, for 
when it hurts your neighbor, your businessman and the 
General Public then it is going to hurt you again and 
again and again as those who are affected try and regain 
their balance. 

Let us for instance, take the businessman of Sierra 
Madre. By his own reports to the State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, during the year 1969 from July 1, to and including 
July 1, 1970, the whole city and all of its businesses having 
permits to operate did a total business of just a little over 
$5-Milllon dollars. The tax bills that have Just been pre¬ 
sented to the people of Sierra Madre total $394-Million. 

TTiis makes it mighty close to where taxes are coming 
close to being as much as, or more than, the total amount 
of business done in the community. 

The tax rate this year Is $13.78 per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation. The assessed valuation of the Personal Property 
of Sierra Madre Is approximately $27-Million. The Year 
1971 is the year that the State Legislature nas told the 
County Assessor that all properties In the state MUST 
come up o 25 per cent of the Market Value. Last year It 
was estimated that Sierra Madre was standing at 19.6

In recent years, the United 
States is becoming knovv.n 
world-wide as “the pill so- 
city,” an addictive drug cul¬ 
ture in which milliorus of 
younger people are seeking 
escape from reality through 
artificially induced changes 
in body and brain chemistry. 

America is reaping the 
harvest as thousands of cas¬ 
es of ‘“amphetamine psycho¬ 
sis,” “.speed freaks” gone 
haywire, and suicide-by-bar- 
bituates are brought to light 
by clinics, federal bureaus 
and local law agencies — 
too late to assist the afflict¬ 
ed victims of tliese abuses. 

Tire Food and Drug Ad- 
mini.stration states that over 
five billion doses of amplMj; 
famines, or stimulant piUpi 
are produced annually in 
this country, with about all 
of this .supply entering ille¬ 
gal channels for ,non-pre- 
scribed u.se. Add some six to 
seven billion barbituatc,s, or 
depressant pills, again with, 
at least half used illegally 
. . . and you begin to .see 
the proportions of the prob¬ 
lem. 

The cheapness of the pills, 
their ready availability and 
ease of concealment com¬ 
pound the dangers inherent 
in their deleterious effects 


on nervous system, mind 
and body. They can be pur¬ 
chased on or .near almost 
any college, high school or 
junior high campus, and at 
many elementary schools as 
well. And, a dollar’s worth 
can keep a youngster “high” 
or “low” for a day, aceording 
to recent Wall Street Journal 
survey. 

Let’s take a look at the 
“upper” and “downer” pills: 

Amphetamines are man¬ 
made chemical products 
known collectively as pep 
pills. They include dexa- 
drine, benzedrine, hipheta- 
mine, etc., powerful stimu¬ 
lants all, and prescribed by 
doctors for weight reduction, 
rare cases of sleeping sick- 
ne.ss, and mental depre.ssion. 
In the drug sub-culture, 
they’re called “bennies,” “co¬ 
pilots,” “dexies,” “hearts,” 
“chalk,” etc. The.se stimu¬ 
lants increase the heart rate, 
dilate the pupils, cau.se pal- 
pitation-s, dry mouth, head¬ 
ache, diarrhea and palene.ss. 

Heavy use of these pills 
— and many youngsters 
“pop” 30 or more a day — 
may cause a temporary toxic 
psychosis, or mental de¬ 
rangement, requiring hospi¬ 
talization. 'The ahi.iscr gen¬ 
erally hoars and sees Imag¬ 
inary things (suffers hallu¬ 
cinations), according to the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health, which de.scribes 
long-term pill-poppers as 
“u.sually irritable, unstable 
and showing progressive so¬ 
cial, intellectual and emo¬ 
tional breakdown.” 

Methamphetamine, popu¬ 
larly known as “speed,” is 
even more dangerous be¬ 
cause it is more overstimu¬ 
lating to the central nervous 
system. An apt and succinct 


phrase used in the drug cul¬ 
ture itself is . . . “Speed 
kills!” 

These crystalized powder 
or tablet products are gen¬ 
erally injected directly into 
the blood stream by hypo¬ 
dermic needle, giving the 
abuser an immediate and 
powerful jolt. 

“Methamphetamine is a 
very .strong stimulant that 
causes all kinds of mental 
aberrations and physical 
problems,” states John E. 
Ingersoll, Director, Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics. People 
using ‘“speed” may stay 
awake, and in a highly ex¬ 
cited, “uptight” condition, 
for days and days, and then 
suddenly collapse from total 
exhaustion, Ingersoll ex¬ 
plains, adding that chronic 
abuse may lead to a perma¬ 
nent “amphetamine psycho¬ 
sis.” 

The American Social 
Health Association confirms 
that the result of such ex- 
ces.sive p.sychotoxic effects 
is frequently death. 

A newly observed phenom¬ 
enon is the switch by “speed 
freaks” from meth to heroin. 
According to Dr. D. E. Smith, 
a faculty member of UC-San 
Franci.sco Medical Center, 
the speed freak, after a 
week’s binge on metham- 
phetami.ne, during which he 
can neither sleep nor cat, 
will try to calm himself 
down through heroin injec¬ 
tion. This leads to oven more 
complex and deadly addic¬ 
tion, and causes perma.nent 
psychotic reactions. Dr. 
Smith said'. 

Barbituates are depress¬ 
ants, or “downers”; they are 
sedatives used medically to 
induce sleep and relieve 


tension. Found in many 
home medicine chests, or 
purchasable on the street as 
low as eight for a dollar, 
these .pills include seconal, 
nembutal, amytal and tuin- 
al. Teenage jargon calls 
them “reds,” “yellows,” 
“blues,” “barbs,” “goof 
b.alls,” “candy” and pea¬ 
nuts.” 

“Barbituate abuse is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous,” states 
the Armed Forces Informa¬ 
tion Service in alerting Am¬ 
erican servicemen to the 
hazards of pill addition. 
“The body reacts in such a 
way that increasingly larger 
doses must be take to pro¬ 
duce an effect. Many deaths 
have occurred when doses 
reached the poisonous level. 

“Barbituates create a phy¬ 
sical dependence which is 
actually more difficult to es¬ 
cape from than narcotics de¬ 
pendence. And if supplies 
are suddenly discontinued, 
severe pain, convulsions, de¬ 
lirium and death may oc¬ 
cur,” the Department of De¬ 
fense concludes. 

Wilien use of ‘“uppers” is 
combined with “downer.s”— 
and especially when alcohol 
and ‘“downers” are used 
during the same general 
time span, death is fre¬ 
quently the end re.sult. In 
fact, my 1.5 years of research 
have established that “there 
are more suicides by barbi¬ 
tuates than by guns . . . and 
more accidental deaths by 
far!” 

It seems obvious that am- 
phetcomines and barbituates 
should' be taken only as di¬ 
rected on the prescription of 
your doctor . . . and then 
only if you can’t talk him 
out of it!

Balloon Is Up 


John Lindsay’s Presidential trial balloon is up. 

The New York Mayor launched it when he made 
that announcement that he will retire from political life 
when his term ends in December of 1973. 

Lindsay was a little more specific in his renunciation 
that was Cal Coolidge when he made his famous declara¬ 
tion: “I do not choose to run for President.” The Mayor 
said; 

“I have no plan and no inclination to run for any 
other office.” Saying that running eight times, mcluding 
two primaries, is enough, he added that the possibility of 
becoming the presidential candidate of any part is not 
“politically viable” and that he keeps telling aides that 
“if they ever get stars in their eyes, to forget it.” 

Thiit sounds pretty definite. But harken to one of his 
political advisors, who assssed Lindsay’s remarks as rep- 
senting “mood more than politics.” 

Mood, and possibly a desire (even though subcon¬ 
scious) to test public opinion as to that political viability.

Early in the grape “strike” dispute. Jack points out 
was claimed that the average housewife would not 
mplain about a few cents rise in the cost of the fruit 
, long as she knew “she was greatly upgrading the 

lioring conditions ot the farm workei. 

No’' How about the situation following the move 

take over lettuce workers, he asks. “When lettuce 
-nt to 37 cents a head, you could hear the delicate high 
tehed scream of the houscw'ifo from coast to coast.” 

Pickett’s premise is that “as we heap our largess 
)on the farm worker witlrout his being invited to vote 
1 his own future, we also pull the ripcord on a mad 
ramble for lahor saving machinery,” which, he points 
It, “liberates” more farm workers and associates to 
lief roles, adding additional tax costs onto additional 
od costs. 

The key words, of course, are “without his being in- 
tod.” Organized labor has a problem in ambitious or- 
nizers like Cesar Chavez who, failing to win over the 
arkers by legitimate persuasive means, turn to such 
ious measures as anti-consumer boycotts and violence 
;ainst the public in order to force management into 
ntracts.

On ehe Cumberland Pla¬ 
teau, Tennessee — In this 
region of flat-topped moun¬ 
tains and V-shaped valleys, 
the traveler discovers anew 
the magnificent land that 
lured early settlors from the 
eastern seaboard. It is a re¬ 
freshing land, not only in 
terms of climate but intel¬ 
lectually. 

Nowadays, the headlines 
tell of urban and environ¬ 
mental ‘“crises.” 'The public 
is bombarded with mo.ssages 
concerning the population 
“explo.sion.” The beautiful 
open lands of eastern and 
mitl'dlo Tennessee are a re¬ 
minder that much of Ameri¬ 
ca is .still un.spoiled and un- 
crowded. Any American who 
truly longs for natural beau¬ 
ty and privacy can fmd it 
in these hills and valleys. 
This Tennessee region con¬ 
stitutes a rebuke to those 
Americans who downgrade 
their country and describe 
it solely in terms of ugli- 
no.ss and confusion. 

No doubt people today 
need constant reminders 
that the crowded megalopo¬ 
lis of the Northoa.st isn’t the 
sum total ot America. The 
strife-ridden big city is a 
real and di.sturbing part ot 
the natio,nal scene, but not 
the only part. In many other 
regions there is a harmony 
between God’s and man’s 
handiwork, between the phy¬ 
sical onviro.nment and the 
way of life of the .people. Aji 
automobile journey through 
the Tcnnos.see countryside 
results in clearer perspective 
on the realities of the repub¬ 
lic. A stable existence per¬ 
sists to a much greater de¬ 
gree than a reading of Life 
and Look would suggest. 

The distorted' view of Am¬ 
erican realities stems in 
largo measure from the fact
